living allowance from the Red Cross. Among these volun- 
teers are prominent American business men, technical 
experts, and women experienced in handling of relief 
supplies. All have put their time freely at the command 
of the Red Cross call for volunteers, it has been possible 
to organize the present efficient staff in Paris at an aver- 
age cost to the Red Cross of about $300 per vear for each 
worker. 

There are 347 employes on the Red Cross payroll, in- 
cluding 95 day-laborers used in handling supplies and in 
construction. The average wage paid to these 347 per- 
sons is $800 per year. 

The remaining 517 workers are either serving with- 
out compensation and at their own expense or are paid 
by their former employers who have loaned them to the 
Red Cross for war service or are paid from private sub- 
scriptions. 

The headquarters of the American Red Cross in 
France are in an ample building provided for the use of 
the commission rent free through the generosity of one of 
its members. 

The stayy of over 800 persons is handling the en- 
tire relief work of the American Red Cross in France, 
which has developed to huge proportions as one need after 
another has been noted by the commission’s expert inves- 
tigators. Already plans calling for the expenditure of 
more than $10,000,000 in behalf of the American army in 
France and French troops and the French civilian popula- 
tion have been outlined.
